THE MAIN PROBLEM 


—— — 


HE forty-ninth annual general meeting 
of Williams and Woods, Limited, was 
held yesterday at the Shelbourne Hotel, 

The secretary 
read the notice convening the meeting and 
the auditors’ report. 

The Chairman (Mr. Robert Thompson, 
P. C.) said :— i 

Beíore dealing with the company's affairs 
in general I would like to refer to the offer 
for sale which was made to the public last 
year. As was shown in the offer, a fortunate 
opportunity presented itself to purchase the 
business. for a figure more than £70,000 less 
than the value of the net assets as shown in 
the accounts. We have for all time the use 
of the Crosse and Blackwell, Chef, Keiller 
and Sunrise names, and I need not stress the 
enormous value of these names to your com- 
pany. The times were very difficult to 
negotiate such a transaction, but I would 
like hete to express on behalf of the board 
and myself a keen appreciation of the help 
given to us by the Industrial Credit Com- 
pany’s officials and the honourable way in 
which they carried out their part of the con- 
tracts. I would also like to assure our 
shareholders that the good relations between 
your board and the directors of Crosse and 
Blackwell, Limited, London, still exist. 


THREE NEW DIRECTORS 


At the end of the year we appointed three 
new directors.—Mr. H. C. McNally and Mr. 
R. G. H. Russell, who are well-known figures 
in business circles in the country, and Mr. 
J. R. Gillespie, who has been our secretary 
and sales manager for many years. I con- 
sider that these three gentlemen are a valu- 
able addition to your board, and vou will 
be asked later in the meeting to confirm their 
appointment. 

‘irst of all I would like to = a brief 
summary of the trading results for 1940 and 
our position at the end of that year. 1 
would like to point out that the total earn- 
ings of your company and its subsidiaries, 
as shown in the consolidated accounts, before 
providing for taxation, amount to £21,707 
Os. 10d. for the year, which is above the 
average for the last five years. The reserves 
and profit. and Joss balances total £88,677 
2s. 8d., while our assets exceed our outside 
liabilities by £291,222 2s. 8d., or £81,222 
more than the issued capital. In addition to 
the reserve already mentioned, we have ex- 
ceptionally good reserves against bad and 
doubtful debts, although our debtors’ position 
is in every way very sound. 

Although our stocks of raw materials are 
very much higher than ip pre-war days, we 
have been able to finance them with very 
little help from the bank, 


DIVIDEND PROSPECTS 


The balance ‘sheets of all companies are 
now cleared of good-will items and our share 
of the expenses of the offer, so that nothing 
appears as an asset which is not definitely 
tangible. The item of £7,455 shown ag @ 
premium on the James Keiller and Son 
(Ireland), Limited, shares represents the 
assets of this company in excess of its capital, 
and this excess will be capitalised in 1941. 
That is to say, instead of having a capital in 
Keiller of some £3,000 against assets of 
£10,500, the capital will become £10,500. 

Although your company shows a healthy 
position, even after transferring all reserve 
amounts, as suggested in the printed report, 
it is not proposed to pay any dividend on 
the Ordinary shares for the year under 
review. All our Ordinary shareholders in- 
vested in the company when the trading year 
was practically ended, and as the original 
Ordinary shareholders—namely, Crosse and 
Blackwell, Limited, London—waived all 
rights in the 1940 profits we are able to con- 
serve our cash resources and keep our stock 
replenished. If conditions (continue te be no 
less favourable than those under which we 
have been trading so fat this year, we may 
look forward with confidence to a dividend 
during the year. 

The difficulties which have had to be over- 
come during 1940 have been very great, and, 
taking everything into consideration, the 
results have proved satisfactory.

Our main difficalty in these days is raw 
material supplies, but, although we have 
had to ration a few items, it is encourag- 
ing to know that we have fair stocks of 
most of our essential materials. 

The position is likely to become more 
acute, and it may be necessary to ration 
or discontinue the manufacture of a 
number of important lines. 

If, however, such a circumstance arises, the 
extensions to our canning factory should 
give us sufficient extra output from home- 
produced materials to compensate for the 
sales and profits which may be lost through 
the necessity of withdrawing or rationing any 
of our goods dependent on imported raw 
materials. 

In conclusion, I am glad to be able to say 
that up to the present date this year our 
sales and profits have been more than main- 
tained.

_BY A STUDENT OF ECONOMICS. 


ARRIED along on rising tides of busi- 
ab. ness and domestic distractions, the 
average citisen may be forgiven if he 
takes shelter behind the thought that suffi- 
cient unto the day is the evil thereof.“ 
1 hope that something may turn 
up to belie forebodings of yet more trying 
days soon to come, he is satisfied to leave 
solutions oí less urgent and intimate problems 
to detached students of social and economic 
science. Yet from among the general body of 
preoccupied and distracted citizens there 
comes evidence of efforts to grapple with 
financial and communit „ which 
hitherto have been regarded as sacred to the 
banker’s boardroom or the professor’s study. 
Striking evidence of the extent to which 
efforts to grapple with such apparently 
abstract problems have multiplied is to found 
in any kseller’s shop or public library. 
For every pamphlet or other popular dis- 
sertation on aspects of the dismal science 
which circulated during the last great war 
there are probably a dozen or more in circula- 
tion to-day. Likewise there are many 
evidences of widespread interest in aspects 
of social science which, until comparatively 
recent days, were treated as matters for those 
who chose to burn supplies of midnight oil. 


ELUSIVE PROBLEMS 


How is it possible to account for 
such a comparatively rapid develop- 
ment of eee interest in elusive 

roblems of financial and social organisation? 

ainly, one thinks, because of the bitter, 
practical experiences — both national and inter- 
national—which followed efforts of financiers 
and economists to restore equilibrium after 
the last world upheaval. ost notably by 
the decision of money-changers to burst the 
balloon of currency inflation by a reimposi- 
tion of pre-war international gold standards. 
An operation in high finance which, so far as 
one can recall, failed to evoke a simple pro- 
test or criticism from this side of the Irish 
Sea! A fact which, having regard to the 
then absence of any independent organ of 
Irish finance, requires little comment! 


CLASHES OF VIEW 


Now, burdened with substantial remains of 
such inflationary and deflationary experi- 
ments, but equipped with our own organ of 
national finance—and armed with the findings 
of two Banking Commissions—there has 
come to us a new, lively and widespread in- 
terest in problems hitherto regarded as 
beyond the reach of public opinion. From 
that awakened interest there have sprung 
many, characteristically violent, clashes of 
view. From some authoritative quarters un- 
qualified declarations of allegiance to the 
“sterling anchorage ’’; from other quarters 
reasoned arguments in support of various 
forms of currencies to be managed 
independently of external monetary changes. 
A welter of opinions and a wealth of ap- 
parently learned argument, from which the 
uninitiated lay mind tends to turn in hope- 
less despair. Yet a flood of erudite and con- 
tradictory counsels, which must be reduced 
to some acceptable common denominator 
before the financial foundations can be laid 
for any hopeful plan of post-war reconstruc- 
tion. 


STERLING ASSETS 


Meanwhile, as a necessary approach to more 
complicated and less urgent aspects of the 
general problem, it may be helpful to consider 
certain — forces which are already in 
motion as they are likely to affect Eire in 
the immediate future. As a ‘ peg” on which 


to hang such comments let us take a recent 


utterance of the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Finance, 8 coking in the 
Dail on last Friday, Mr. Hugo Flinn was 
re d. to have expressed his regret that 
the majority of moneyed opinion here was 
that the accumulated suvings of this countr 
should remain locked up in sterling assets 
until it wag too late to try to straddle 
between sterling and dollars. — from 
a Minister who is so closely identified with 
financial policy that reflection should command 
ublic attention, And it is of special signi- 
cance in so far as it revealed the Minister's 
pre-war disagreement with certain conclu- 
sions of the 1928 Banking Commission, 

But, for our purpose on this occasion, its 
immediate importance lies in the fact that 
it is the first official recognition of the 
seriously depreciated purchasing power of 
the 41 sterling, and consequently of the Irish 
bank note. A _ recognition of fact which 
prompts at least two relevant questions to 
which sible answers may serve as useful 


approaches to other relevant issues, First 


comes the question—why has the £1 sterling 
fallen in value? Secondly, what are the 
prospects of its further depreciation? 


INFLATION THE LAST 
RESORT 


The most elementary and lucid explanation 
of the causes of depreciation that the present 
writer has yet discovered comes from the pen 


of Mr. Geoffrey Crowther, editor of the 


Economist, whose pamphlet, “ Paying for the 


War,” presents a brief, but comprehensive,

finance. Omitting financial resources that 
may be derived from the sale of foreign 
investments, demands on public funds must 
be met from one or more of three clearly 
defined sources; from taxation, from borrow- 
ing, or from the creation of new money, 
which may be effected either by the issue of 
additions to ordinary currency or by other 
financial manipulations between the Govern- 
ment and banking institutions. 

But, whatever be the source of additional 
revenue, the one broad result follows. 
Whether the public exchequer’s needs are, 
met from taxes, from loans, or from the 
issue of additional currency (or other instru- 
ments of credit), the effect is to transfer 
purchasing power from the individual to the 
State. In other words, whatever may be the 
incidental details and inequities involved, to 
„ration the distribution of goods and 
services. 


INEQUITABLE RATIONING 


While the “ rationing ” effects of tax or 
loan phyments are easy to follow, limitations 
of the individual’s purchasing powers as a 
consequence of inflation are not equally 
obvious. But it should not be difficult to 
apprehend the arithmetical fact that the 
person in receipt of a fixed income of, say, 
£500 must ration himself to the extent 
of £100 of otherwise obtainable goods or 
services, if and when the purchasing power 
of his £1 falls to sixteen shillings. 

Rationing by such means is, of course, open 
to the obvious objection that it imposes 
much greater hardships on certam classes 
than on others. ‘‘ The haphazard, incalculable 
and inequitable method of inflation ’’—says 
Mr. Crowther—should only be resorted to 
“when we have exhausted all 9 
planned devices. Why, then, any suc 
resort? Let the answer come from Mr. J. M. 
Keynes—now trusted adviser to the British 
Treasury. The political argument in favour 
of inflation —he writes — is almost over- 
whelming. It is nature’s remedy, ebbing 
like the tides, silently and imperceptibly and 
irresistibly It oils the wheels everywhere, 
and a rogime of rising wages and profits 
spreads an illusion of ay og: Ae 

Faced by such dangers, the British Govern- 
ment, at the outset of war, declared its in- 
tention to use every possible means to 
prevent depreciation in the purchasing power 
of the £1 sterling. Taxation rose sharply, 
and appeals for voluntary loans produced 
hundreds of millions annually for the national 
purse. State subsidies, on an unprecedented 
scale, were used to prevent increases in the 
prices of foods and other domestic necessities. 
And plans for compulsory loans were seriously 
contemplated as the final alternative to 
currency depreciation. 


THE “ VICIOUS SPIRAL” 


RETURNS 
Yet came the silent and imperceptible ”’ 
resort to nature's remedy.’ Despite all 


expedients, money values fell, costs of com- 
modities rose, demands for higher wages had 
to be conceded, and once again emergency 
finance became dependent on the “ vicious 
spiral’’ of inflation. From sources, and by 
inflationary means, yet to be revealed the 
British Treasury had contrived to bridge 
widening gaps between revenue and expendi- 
ure. 


REACTIONS IN EIRE 


What, it now becomes necessary to inquire, 
have been the reactions of such monetary 
contrivances on Eire’s financial and economic 
structure’ Commodity costs, we kuow, have 
risen even more sharply’ than have the 
average of those which the British consumer 
is compelled to pay. Prices of i 
goods — mounted more rapidly than the 
average prices of our exporta of agricultural, 
and other, products, In a sentence—the net 
effects of depreciation in the £1 sterling have 
borne more heavily on the Irish than upon 
the British consumer, 

What, then, are possible compensations for 
such immediate adverse effects of currency in. 
flation in Fire” By what means, if any, will 
our Minister for Finance contrive—as the 
British Exchequer contrives—to derive new 
revenues from the silent and imperceptible’’ 
rising tide of monetary inflation’? To what 
extent can ve hope that revenues so derived 
will mitigate our coming burdens of increased 
taxation? Can they he so employed as to 
lessen future needs to increase our capital 
liahilities ? 


FURTHER DEPRECIATION? 


Finally, should reassuring answers to such 
questions be forthcoming, two questions of 
vital importance remain, What are the pro- 
aspects that there will be further serious de- 
preciation in the £1 sterling’ And, if such 
depreciation occur, what means can be 
adopted (a) to prevent a corresponding fall 
in the purchasing power of the Irish bank 
note? and (b) to realise our increasing in- 
vesiments in sterling securities’ 

On other occasions it may be possible to 
indicate possible answers to such admittedly 
elusive and highi, technical questions, For 
the moment thev are submitted with the 
purpose of arousing interest on issues that, 
however long shelved or postponed, must be 
faced by every citizen whose outlook extends 
beyond to-morrow's domestic worries to

Belfast Cafes 


A correspondent writes :— 

Whether it is due to the effects of 
rationing or to the presence of the military 
in and about the city, there seems to be 
a great revival of café life in Belfast in 
recent months. 

Throughout the afternoon and evening 
most of the ‘‘down-town”’ cafés are 
crowded, and those restaurants which 
remain open until the cinemas disgorge 
their audiences are often as crowded as the 
cinemas themselves, and it is often neces- 
sary to wait for a considerable time before 
a table can be had.

MAY BE NECESSARY, 
SAYS DR.

The parts that women can, and ought, to. 
play in helping the nation safely through 
the present crisis, were described by the 
Minister for Agriculture, Dr. Ryan, when 
he spoke at the annual meeting of the Irish 
Countrywomen’s Association in Dublin 
yesterday. 

It seemed unbelievable that in so fertile 
a country as Ireland there should be a 
threatened searcity of foodstuffs, but there 
was a scarcity of some very 3 foods, 
particularly wheat and other cereals; and 
while it was engaged, on the one hand, in 
building up its armed defences, the country 
had, on the other, to engage in just as 
strenuous a drive to produce adequate food 
supplies. Failure to produce this food 
would mean calamity. 

The Minister appealed to all count 
women to impress this fact upon their men 
folk, for there were many farmers who did 
not appear to grasp the seriousness of the 
situation. The maximum amount of food 
simply must be grown. If there was to ‘be 
a good harvest at the end of this summer, 
the crops must be sown now. They should 
plant every possible variety of vegetable. “We 
produce quite a volume of vegetables already, 
said Dr. Ryan, but we seem to have no 
idea of how these vegetables should be 
used to the best advantage.” Cooking was 
very important. It might be necessary 
before this summer was over to serve 
potatoes three times a day. _We might have 
to depend on potatoes, and, as time went 
on, the cook’s imagination and ingenuity 
was going to be tried to the full. Now was 
the time to give attention to this matter. 

Dr. Ryan spoke also of the value of honey 
as a food; and, talking of fruit, he said 
that this year every possible use would have 
to be made of home-grown fruits, for there 
would be no others. Even the wild fruits 
of the countryside must be utilised to the 
utmost. ‘*We hope,” he said, to have 
quite a sufficiency of sugar, so jam-making 
can go ahead.”’ 3 : 

One time in which an organisation like 
the Irish Countrywomen’s Association would 
be able to do very great service would 
in the event of an evacuation of Dublin.

VERY SERIOUS 


Grave Outbreak 


_ ATTEMPTS TO 
CONCEAL CASES

THE very serious situation created 
by the spread 
mouth disease was stressed by the 
Minister for Agriculture (Dr. 3 
Ryan), who, in the course of a state- 
ment on the position in the Dail yes- 
terday evening, revealed that there 
have been a number of concealments 
of the disease by stock- Owners. 
He also disclosed that the spread 
of the infection in the majority of 
cases was due to human agency. 


ALARMING DISCOVERY 


The MINISTER said: “1 regret to say that 
the outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease con- 
tinue to be very serious, notwithstanding the 
fact that every effort has been made to deal 
with them promptly. Never before has an 
outbreak been dealt with so rapidly regard- 
ing the disposal of infected animals and con- 
tact animals. In this connection the Army 
authorities gave valuable assistance. The 
new outbreaks, fortunately, are confined to 
the counties already affected: Offaly, 
Laoighis, Dublin, Meath and Kildare, and 
across the borders into Tipperary and 
Wicklow. But the manner in which the new 
outbreaks have occurred within these areas 
is very alarming. Close investigation reveals 
the fact that almost in every case the spread 
of the disease is due to personal contacts. In 
some cases there is, it is true, contact 
between animals and affected animals, but in 
the great majority of cases it is carried by 
humans—owners or stock, servants or 
visitors. 

I have already made a very strong appeal 
to everybody concerned to avoid all contact 
with infected animals. I wish to repeat that 
appeal with all the emphasis at my command. 
People do not seem to realise the very serious 
consequence of carelessness in this connec- 
tion, and there has been very gross careless- 
ness in the matter of taking precautions to 
avoid contact with diseased animals. Unless 
the utmost possible care is taken, there is 
a very grave danger that the disease may 
become wholesale, and following that become 
endemic, and deputies will realise the 


flocks. ithin the past week three cases 
have come under my notice, where there was 
no doubt that a concealment was attempted. 
The stockowner concerned had tried to cloak 
the existence of the disease; in fact, in two of 
those cases a veterinary surgeon had called 
to examine the flocks, and certain of the 
affected animals were concealed when he 
called. In these cases appropriate legal 
action will be taken, and I would like stock- 
owners to realise that [ have power to with- 
hold compensation where concealment is 
attempted. There is no justification what- 
ever for these attempts at concealment. 


APPEAL FOR CO-OPERATION 


I have stated that ample and generous com- 
pensation is paid where the case is notified, 
and it is foolish and very foolish for any 
stock-owner to attempt to conceal, because 
he cannot do so for very long. There are 
certain burdensome regulations and restric- 
tions necessary to prevent the spread of the 
disease, aud eliminate it from the herds of 
the country, but I — to say that the 
Department, whose staff is limited, and the

appeal-strongly to every person to give their 
fullest co-operation in the stamping out of 
this disease. 

He would like the people to go so far as to

Mr. Rafter owns also premises in New 
street, where previous outbreaks have been 
confirmed. i 

Other outbreaks were confirmed at, Doon- 
well, Termon, County Donégal; at Stables- 
town, Donadea, County Kildare; at Bally- 
macall, Dunboyne, County Meath, and at 
Santry Hill, Borris-in-Ossory.

Six persons lost their lives, and many 
were hurt’ when two bombs straddled a big 
block of flats. 

A heavy bomb fell at the rear of a corner 
site in one district, Killing seven persons. 
Customers in two public-houses where dart 
matches were b ing played were flung to the 
floor. 

In one suburbs, which had its worst raid, 
eleven persons were killed. Sixteen people, 
buried under a shop, were saved uninjurd. 

In another district a weekly newspaper 
office and a school used as an Auxiliary 
Fire Service centre were damaged. 

Two high explosives wrecked dwellings 
at a London County Council estate, and some 
tenants were trapped. 

Raiders over London to-night were few and 
far between, and only a small number of 
incidents. was reported from one or two 
districts. The brief attack was over well 
before midnight. 

Strong formations of German bombers have 
been attacking military and economic 
objectives in the British Isles since the early 
hours of this evening, says a statement issued 
by. the official German News Agency late 
to-night. 

‘The weather being favourable and 
visibility good, the targets were bombed with 
high-explosive bombs of all calibres, and a 
large number of incendiaries.

The afternoon lecture was by Dr. Richard 
J. Hayes, the new Director of the National 
Library, who spoke on National Libraries 
in the Twentieth Century.” Up till very 
recent times, said Dr. Hayes, the library 
was a purely academic place where scholars 
and cultured men of leisure browsed in 


search of placid enlightenment while the 


uneducated masses trudged by with thoughts 
intent on food and sielter, but the expan- 
sion of education had turned the libraries 
into places for the reading, now educated 
masses. The pursuit of learning had become 
more general. In this atmosphere of the 
nineteenth century there gradually took shape 
the ‘idea of a national library as a great 
central store house of printed books and 
manuscripts covering all sides of learning. 

In the twentieth century knowledge in- 
creased so much that the part to-day—the 
special library devoted to one particular sub- 
ject—was often greater than the whole of 
yesterday. One general library to-day could 
not contain more than the merest fraction 
of the whole output of knowledge. Yet it 
was a mistake to advocate the setting up of 
purely specialising institutions to replace 


the existing national libraries; for the unity 
of knowledge would always demand general 
comprehensive libraries. The national lib- 


rary of to-day had two 1 functions 
a recording function and an informing func- 
tion. 

Miss Roisin Walsh, who presided, spoke 
of the great service to learning which various 
Directors of Ireland’s Nationa! Library had 
done in compiling tle ancient manuscripts 
in which so much of the country’s early his- 
tory was contained. 


CHAT ABOUT HISTORY 


Mr. P. S. O' Hegarty, whe contributed, 
impromptu, 4 Chat About History, said 
that when history came to be written many 
of the faults, mistakes, and imperfections 
which often seemed so glaring in Ireland 
to-day, would have fallen back into their 
proper perspective, and that, considering the 
very short time in which the independent 
Irish State had been in existence, it would 
be ugreed that the two Governments which 
had ruied here in these eighteen years had 
made “a damn’ good job of a damn’ difficult 
undertaking.” 

People who were disappointed at. the ap- 
parently small progress made in the revival 
of the Irish language should remember that 
six and a half centuries of repression had 
failed to kill it, and should realise that the 
condition brought about by those six and a 
half centuries would not be reversed in 
fifteen or twenty years. 

Tho Chairman, Professor Edmund Curtis, 
who was described by Mr. O’Hegarty as 
“the most distinguished living Irish his- 
torian,” said that so far empires had proved 
to be one of the best solutions to the problem 
of bringing about unity among nations. . 


CRITICISM IN IRELAND 


Last night a talk on Literary Criticism 
was given by Mr. M. J. MacManus. Speak- 
ing of the general standard of criticism ‘n 
Ireland, he said that there had been periods 
when the criticism appearing in some of the 
daily newspapers was as bad as bad could 
be. Anything and everything was seized 
upon for comment except the one thing that 
mattered—the literary content of the book. 
He had seen a slender volume of tender 
lyrics, written by one of the foremost poets 
of our day, analysed and dissected as if it 
were a theological treatise. That, of course, 
was a reductio ad absurdum of the whole art 
of reviewing Parochialism and obscurant- 
ism never succeeded in the Jong run, because 


they were not strong enough to con- 
sign a work of art to oblivion. 
Newspapers which constantly held up 
writings of second or third-rate 


importance as masterpieces or which con- 
demned meritorious works because they did 
not fit into the narrow framework of the 
reviewer's literary outlook, carried no weight, 
save with the unthinking few. 

As a contrast to parochialism, there was a 
school of reviewers in Ireland which went to 
the opposite extreme, and who wrote as if 
Ireland and her people and authors never 
existed at all. There was one vice which we 
seemed to have escaped over here—one that 
was known as clique reviewmg. It still 
ficurished in England, but, fortunately, it had 
shown a decline in recent years. 


BOOK CENSORSHIP 


Mr. Lynn Doyle, who presided, said, speak- 
ing on book censorship, that there was only 
one way to see that people read the proper 
type of book, and that was to educate them 
from childhood in such a way that they knew 
for themselves what was good and evil. 
There was a real danger in this country of 
running away from the ordinary facts of life. 
If there was dust on the floor there was no 
use in just brushing it under the carpet. If 
it was left in view people would soon recognise 
it as dust, and brush it away.

PERIOD ORDER

 DAIL MOTION TO 
ANNUL IT 


— — 


OVING the annulment of the Unem- 
VI loyment Assistance (Employment 
eriod) Order, 1941, tabled on March 

5th, 1941. Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, 
Kildare) said that while it was true that there 
was a possibility of period Orders in the 1983 
Act, they had seen in recent years what must 
be regarded as a violation of the principal 
Act. In each of the years 1956-1939 they had 
two employment period Orders under which 
certain classes were excluded from benefit. 
Last year, however, those ple were 
excluded from March to October. Not only 
was there an extension of the previous Orders, 
but the, Government made a third period 
Order from June to October cutting off all 
married and single men and widows in rural 
areas and substantial towns. 
Last year it was estimated that 52,000 
people were affected, and this year an even 
greater number was brought under the Order. 


NO QUORUM 


What was the reason for the Orders? 
Nobody in his senses would suggest that work 
was available for them all. e Government 
knew that perfectly well, and all they were 
concerned with was the ene of 50,000 people 
from the register in order that a substantial 
saving to the Exchequer might be effected. 
At this stage Mr. J. HICKEY (Labour, 
Cork) drew attention to the fact that the 
House lacked a quorum, and said that it was 
a shame that there should be only two deputies 
on the Government benches while such an 
important matter was being discussed. 
r. NORTON, resuming, said it was going 
to be very difficult for even people with 
regular wages to make ends meet in the next 
six months owing to the increased cost of 
living, and what was to be the plight of the 
50,000 unemployed who were even cut off 
from unemployment assistance as a result of 
the Unemployment Period Order? 

Mr. KEYES (Labour, Limerick) seconded 
the motion. He asked what steps had the 
Minister taken to ascertain how many of the 
victims of the Unemployment Period Order 
did in fact obtain work. 


MR. MACENTEE’S REPLY 


Mr. MacENTEE said that the fact. that 
they had to keep in their minds was that 
unemployment assistance was not the only 
resort of the unemployed in this country. 
Home assistance was available in every area, 
and the obligation upon local authorities for 
relief subsisted all the time, over and above 
the provisions of the Unemployment Assist- 
ance Act. The operation of the Order need 
not create any hardship. Since 1934 Employ- 
ment Period Orders had passed from time 
to time, and he could not draw any distinc- 
tion between unemployment assisfance and 
home assistance given by Jocal authorities. 
The actual number of people affected by 
the Unemployment Period Order last year 
was 48,800, and due to the consolidated order 
of this year the number was 39,000. That. 
difference showed how the orders over- 
lapped last year, and showed the value of 
removing anomalies in the orders. Deputies 
when they sponsored certain arguments 
against this order made themselves propa- 
gandists for certain subversive views.

Arrangements have made 
whereby the goods made in the women’s club 
will be exchanged for the products (food 
mostly) of the Mount Street Club. 


WORK AT THE CLUB 

Mr. E. M. McGuire, Director of the Club, 
reported a considerable increase during 1940 
of production at Club and farm, especially in 
food production. Hours worked were 297,049 
per cent. increase; tallies redeemed 
295,617—20 per cent. increase, and meals 
cooked and served 157,980—36 per cent. in- 
crease. 
Club-made clothing realised 26,429 garments 
in the Club shop, and boot and shoe repairs 
brought in 13,950. All the tweed used in 
the tailors’ shop was produced on the Club’s 
looms, of which four are in operation. Un- 
fortunately, shortage of funds necessitated a 
curtailment in many directions. 
The Chairman of the Board of Governors 
(Mr. P. T. Somerville-Large) stated that 
very important things had occurred durin 
1940. Another club on similar lines ha 
been started in Waterford and another in 
Dublin. A similar project is under con- 
sideration in Cork City, and inquiries are 
coming in from all over the country. The 
Board of Governors were considering adopting 
a name which would express the ideal being 
developed by these clubs. The clubs them- 
selves would be embraced in the larger 
organisation, and contact would be main- 
tained by occasional meetings between repre- 
sentatives from different parts of the country.

„A DREAM OF IRELAND IN 
THE COMING TIMES ” 


TO my EDITOR OF THE IRISH 1 
Sin, —It is encouraging to note that 
interest in Mr. Wylie’s dream has been 
sustained for a week, and that he considers 
it worth while calling a meeting at the 
Mansion House on 21st. 

Of the problems awaiting solution, that of 
unemployment 1s the most serious and far- 
reaching in its effects, and is, for a variety 
of reasons, one of the most complicated to 
deal with. It is strange that so little interest 
should have been taken, generally, in a 
matter which, directly or indirectly, affects 
the whole community. It is of more im- 

rtance to the man in the street that a 
solution should be found than that he should 
acquire familiarity with Mr. Culbertson’s 
rules of contract bridge. He would derive 
more benefit from a reduction in unemploy- 
ment than in a reduction in his golf 
handicap. In spite of this, when a serious 
effort is made to do something practical in 
seeking a solution of our most urgent 
problem, only a very small section of the 
community responds. 

Letters have been written to ba blamin 
the Government or advocating schemes whic 
have ranged from the abolition of the 
English language to the universal application 
of the fourth dimension, and God been 
thanked that the British market had gone 
for ever. It now comes as something of a 
shock to find that British imports have 
also gone, and in order to replace them we 
have to tear ourselves away from the task 
of teaching our children the fairy tales of 
Ireland through the miedium of the Irish 
language in order to polish up the only 
language understood in the distant lands 
from which we hope to obtain supplies. 

I have great pleasure in accepting Mr. 
Wylie’s invitation, conveyed through the 
courtesy of your columns; but Í would 
venture to suggest that an expression of 
opinion from these who have not made a 
close study of the unemployment problem 
and the methods that have — experimented 
with in seeking a solution could be of little 
ractical value. The meeting might be 
ollowed, with profit, by a visit to the Mount 
Street Club, where the system whereby 
£6,000 contributed by the public to its funds 
last year was transmuted into £17,500 worth 
of food, clothing and other necessities for its 
unemployed members could be examined, 

The founders of the Mount Street Club 
have stated that they do not claim to have 
solved the unemployment problem, but 
during the past five or six years they have 
demonstrated very clearly that they have 
made the most valuable contribution that 
has been made in that direction.—Yours, 
etc., SrIIIL Horror.

the formation of a eg sm or guild, en- 
tirely controlled by the banking and insur- 
ance groups, for the pu of e.ecting flats 
and model villages throughout the country. 
These could be acquired by the Hospitals’ 
Trust, Ltd., as an investment towards the 
maintenance of our new hospitals. 
Various other interests, acting individually 
or combined as purchasing guilds, could 
take over some of the houses—e-g., the 
R. D. S., the G. A. A., the trades union group, 
the R. C. B.; in fact, any association with 
funds to invest. 
Business and manufacturing firms could 
also combine through the Chamber of Com- 
merce or through their associations (¢.g. the 
Licensed Vintners’ Association) to purchase 
houses as an investment or for the housing 
of their employés.

SYNOD OF DUBLIN 


- 


The Synod of Dublin met, in Bray Church 
on Wednesday evening. The Moderator (the 
Rev. Thomas Bole) presided and conducted a 
Communion Service. Having addressed the 
court and thanked them for their confidence 
in him during the past year, he called upon 
them to elect his successor. The Rev. E. 
Crossett was then called to the chair of the 
Synod and addressed the members. On the 
resumption of business on Thursday morning 
devotions were conducted by the Revs, R. C. 
Gillespie, H. S. Carser and Mi. E. Logan. 

The report on the state of religion was 
presented by the Rev. H. Mcliroy, on behalf 
of the Rev. W. McAdam, and the report on 
the Sustentation Fund by Mr. James 
Lindsay, on behalf of Mr. O. R. Williams. 
In tha course of his report on social reform 
and temperance the Rev. J. Noel Thompson 
said: At a time of unprecedented crisis 
and emergency, when supplies of essential 
commodities are dangerously limited, when 
the authorities inform us that no ymports of 
cereals for man or beast are expected in 
1941, it is nothing short of . national scandal 
and disgrace for a small country like Eire 
to squander the precious tons of foodstuffs 
which are used for the manufacture of 
21,705,300 gallons of beer, 721,026 gallons of 
spirits, 404 188 gallons of wine and 168,776 
gallons of cider, the confirmed figures for 
the 1940 consumption. So far as can be 
calculated fron. unconfirmed figures, Eire s 
drink bill for the vear ending March. 1940, 
amounts to £6 ós. 11d. per head of the 
population, as compared with £4 88. 10d. in 
1939. If this is confirmed it will be a foul 
blot on the escutches: of Eire, which, sur- 
rendering all claim to be a land of saints 
and scholars and qualifying fer notoriety as 
a land of sots and wine-bibbers, will have 
proved herselt unworthy of the peace which 
has been so far vouchsafed to her in a world 
in the throes of war.” 

On the motion of the Rev. R. C. Gillespie, 
seconded by the Rev J Noel Thompson, the 
following resolutions were passed :

HE hearing of an ‘action of Joseph 

| O'Dohertv, barrister-at-law and former 
T. D., Derrvana, Church road, Bal- 
briggan, against the Attorney-General and 
Thomas O'Donnell, K.C., 27 Raglan road, 
Dublin, the referee appointed under the 
Military Service Pensions Act, 1934, was 


begun. 

M: O'Doherty claims a declaration that 
by reason of his service as a member of the 
Irish Volunteer Executive from March, 1917, 
to October, 1921, he isa to whom 
the Military Service Pensions Act, 193. 
applies, 
an his statement of claim Mr. O’Dohert 
stated that he became a member of the Iris 
Volunteers in 1913, and as such had been 
engaged on active service in Easter week, 
1916. In March, 1917, he was ele ed a 
member of the Irish Volunteer Executive, 
and continued to be a member of the 
Executive until October, 1921. On Decem 
30, 1935, he applied to the Minister for 
Defence for a service certificate under the 
Military Service Pensions Act, 1934, and in 
July, 1937, he was interviewed by two 
officer members of the referee's staff, and 
gave information in regard to his claim. Un 
June 23, 1940, he was served with a notice 
signed by the referee's secretary, stating that 
the Act applied only to who had 
rendered active service in the forces at an 
time during the week commencing April? 
1916. or had rendered continuous active 
service in them during the from 
April 1, 1920, to July 11, 1921, and who 
were not persons: to whom the Military 
Service (Pensions) Act, 1924, applied. i 

The notice stated that the evidence which 
had been submitted by Mr. O'Doherty had 
not been sufficient to establish as a fact that 
he had rendered service of the nature and 
duration specified, and that the findings of 
the referee were that Mr. O'Doherty was not 
a person to whom the Act of 1934 applied. 
Mr. O'Doherty asks the Court to declare 
that the statement contained in the notice 
of June 28, 1940, of the effect of the Act of 
1934 is inaccurate, and to grant an injunction 
to restrain the referee from reporting to the 
Minister for Defence on his claim in accord- 
ance with the statement of law contained in 
the notice. He also asks for a mandatory in- 
junction requiring the referee to deal with his 
claim in accordance with law. 


THE DEFENCE 


The defence denied Mr. O’Doherty’s state- 
ment of service with the Volunteers, and 
pleaded that if he had been engaged on 
service, as stated, it was not active service 
within the meaning of the Act of 1934, and 
that if he had been elected a member of the 
Irish Volunteer Executive in March, 1917, 
and had continued to be a member until 
October, 1921, he was not thereby a person 
to whom the Act of 1934 applied. 

The Attorney-General submitted that he 
had been improperly joined as a defendant 
in the action, and applied to be dismissed 
from it; and Mr. O'Donnell submitted that 
his findings were not open to review by the 
Court. 

Mr. O'Donnell also stated that Mr. 
O'Doherty had tendered further evidence; 
that his case still was under consideration, 
and that the action was premature. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C.; Mr. P. J. Roe, 
K.C., and Mr. Michael Sweeney (instructed 
by Mr. Gerrard L. McGowan) appeared for 
Mr. O'Doherty; and Mr. Kevin Dixon, K.C., 
and Mr. Carol O’Daly (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) for the Attorney- 
General and Mr. O'Donnell. 

Mr. Roe said that it was on the construc- 
tion of Section 2 of the Act of 1934 that the 
entire case turned, because the point in the 
case was whether the referee was correct in 
the view that was set out in his notice, in 
regard to the construction of the Section. 
He submitted that the meaning of Section 2 
(1) was that a person who had served as a 
member of the Volunteer Executive should, 
for the purpose of the Act, be deemed to have 
been serving in the forces, while so serving, 
whether he ever fired a shot or threw a bomb 
or not, or whether, colloquially, he was on 
active service or not. 


MR. DE VALERA'S 
CERTIFICATE 


He put in a certificate, signed by Mr. de 
Valera on December 31, 1935, certifying that 
Mr. O'Doherty was a member of the Volun- 
teer Executive appointed at a convention held 
at Jones's road in October, 1917, and that he 
had acted as a member of that body throngh-

1919, 1920 and 1921).

stated, “he was sent by me to U.. A. to 
procure funds for the Republican forces in 
the field, and he remained there under orders 
until 1924.“ 

Mr. Dixon submitted that the matters 
complained of by Mr. O'Doherty were con- 
fined to & particular tribunal, and were 
exclusively within the jurisdiction of that 
trribunal. 

Mr. Lavery said that all that Mr. 
O' Doherty desired was to secure his ri 
and obtain a decision of the High 
what those rights were, he having been 
advised that the referee had taken a wrong 
view of the law, and was about to apply a 
wrong view of the law to his case. 

Mr. O'Doherty was examined, and in the 
course of his evidence said that, so far as 
he could find out, there were only two 
official records of decisions taken by meetings 
of the Executive of the Volunteers, 

Mr. Roe said that one of those records was 
in the writing of the Taoiseach, and 
recorded a unanimous decision to resist con- 
scription. Those records were in the custody 
of Mr. Michael Staines. 

Mr. O’Doherty said that he never had 
been before the referee alone or with the 
Board in connection with his claim.

Cross-examined by Mr. Dixon, he said that 
he was aware that there were 60,000 
applications under the Act. He agreed that 
he had to bring himself within the limits of 
the Act, and that whatever his services had 
been over the whole period it came down, in 
the Act, to a question of service in par- 
ticular periods. 

He said that he was under orders on 
Easter Sunday, 1916; not waiting for orders. 
The whole question of defining active 
service.” was difficult. 

Mr. Dixon said that what had happened 
in this case was, that the referee had 
intimated that he had taken a certain view, 
and that view in no way reflected on Mr. 
O'Doherty or his services: it was merely his 
misfortune that he did not come within the

CHARGED 


ALLEGED FRAUDULENT 
CONVERSION

Bernard Bernstein, solicitor, of 69 Dame 
street, pleaded not guilty to having, between 
June 24th, 1939, and June 6th, 1940, fraudu- 
lently converted to his own use £83 48. 
entrusted to him by Mr. L. G, Carr Lett for 
safe keeping, and of having converted to his 
own use the same sum received by him for 
Mrs. Margaret Goodwin. 

When the State case closed, Mr. J. V. 
Nolan-Whelan, who, with Mr. H. Hare (in- 
structed by Leopold J. Jameson), appeared 
for the defence, asked for a direction on the 
first count, and submitted that there was no 
evidence of conversion on the second count. 

Judge Davitt gave a direction on the first 
count, and said that he would consider the 
second count overnight. 

L. G. Carr Lett, a solicitor, said that Mrs. 
Margaret Goodwin was a client of his firm in 
1939, and had a house for sale in Pembroke 
road. He prepared documents for the sale 
of the house to Miss Myles Keogh, and £100 
deposit was received and paid into the bank. 
About June 21st he received a message from 
Bernstein saying that he was now acting for 
Mrs. Goodwin and requesting the documents; 
subsequently the documénts wera handed over 
to Bernstein's assistant. The deposit money 
less his firm’s costs (£16 16s.}—was then 
sent to Bernstein; this was a cheque for 
£83 4s. 

Gordon Morris Green, another solicitor, 
said that Mrs. Goodwin became a client of 
his firm in October, 1939. Some months later 
he was pressed. by the mortgagees for pay- 
ment, and he asked Bernstein for the balance 
of the deposit money which he was holding. 
A few days later Bernstein wrote saying that 
he could not agree to hand over the money 
without Mrs. Goodwin's written authority. 
This was obtained by the witness, and sent 
to Bernstein with a request for ine sas of 
the £83 4s.; no reply was received. 

On the following day he met Bernstein by 
accident, and Bernstein told him he had not 
got the money. A day later the sale wag con- 
cluded, and witness put up the necessary 
sum (£69 1s.) in order to settle matters, 
After the sale witness went with Mr. J. 
Hughes to Bernstein's office, where Bernstein 
promised £50 on the following M They 
met him again on the day fixed, but he 
had not got the money, although 
he said he was expecting it hourly.
